In the wisdom ot the Florida Leg 


' islature of 1915, composed very large- 


ly of the very beat citizens of th 
state, the old Saltwater Fish law 
were re-enacted practically with llttl 
changes in order to perfect them an 
a very low taxation placed on {the in 
flnstry in order that a small revenu 
might be derived above running ex 
penses. 


The enforcement of this law was 


placed under the Shell Fish commis- 
sioner. 
The legislature deemed 


wise to provide the commissioner wit 
a good substantial steamer wit 
which to patrol the Gulf coast and ap 
propriated $15,000 with which to buy 
her. A boat well worth $75,000 jwa 
purchased tor less than the sum ap 
propriated, >and is now covering th 
Gulf coast work, and something ove 
$600 left to be applied on the purchas 
of another boat. 


Now, 
comes the grand jury of 


county, composed mostly of fisher- 
men and say in a general presentmen 
they condemn the purchase of thl 
.boat as unnecessary, unwise and too 
ish and recommend that she be sol 
and the money be placed back in th 
state treasury. They also say that 
is costing $ 87.50 per day to operat 
this boat. The statement Is absc 
lutely false and without foundation 
It Js costing less than ?20 a day to op 
crate this boat including salaries, prc 
visions and fuel. The entire pay-ro

This section gave the fisherman, using 
an illegal net, until September 30th 
1»1S, to fish out this Illegal net with 
out penalty imposed by the former 
law. 


Section Three is simply a copy o 


the.old law as to length of nets 
provide* that nets of a greater length 
may be used in regular mullet or 
mackerel fishing. 


Section Four Is for the protection 


of shad as provided for by the old 
law. 


Section Five prohibits stop-net fish 


ing which the old law did. 


Section Six provides lor a close sea- 


son tor shad which the old law did. 
, Section Eight provides a close sea- 
son for mullett exactly as the old 
did, only It chances tho season from 
November 30th to January iOth w'oii 
of the Suwanne* river and makes it 
illegal to have mullet In your posses 
aton during th* closed season.

Five cents will be charged for 


boat license tag which Is to be attach 
ed to the boat in addition to the cliarg 
for license. This shows the year fo 
which the boat is licensed to do bus 
iness. 


Every boat is entitled to fish on 


net and if an additional net is car 
ried, then an excess net license wi' 
have to be procured which will onl 
cost $1.00 and uo fee charges for is 
suing same. 


The penalty for a violation of thi 


law makes 'it a crime and not a mis 
demeanor. Violators will not be trie 
before a justice of the peace but mus 
go before the circuit court for tria 
This means that the cost of trial wil 
be considerable besides other expens< 
a violator would be put to. 


Considerable has been said abou 


the power given officers that are t 
enforce the law. They have had tbl 
same power for the past two year 
to enforce the oyster laws and nothing 
has been said about it. If you wil 
look into the other laws of'the state 
you will find that the sheriff and the! 
deputies have the right of search an< 
also to arrest without warrant fo 
certain offenses. 
You will also see 


that the law provides that they may 
arm themselves in order to carry ou 
the provisions of the laws. 


Considerable comment* has been 


made regarding the arming of the pa 
trol boat, Roamer. These guns were 
.placed on the Roamer by the U. S 
government and did not cost the state 
of Florida one cent: .The coast guard 
service also assured me of their hearty 
support. I deem it necessary on ac- 
count ot the many threats against my 
life and also threats to destroy the 
steamer, to properly arm her. ; I have 
sworn affidavit to this effect. Mary 
land, Virginia, oulslana and seven 
other states have all their boats prop- 
erly armed for the protection fo their 
fish and oyster industries. Why not 
Florida? 


I understand certain slick politicians 


are already grooming themselves or 
some of their creatures for public ot 
Ice: and expect to ride in on theii 
opposition to the fish law. They will 
be sadly disappointed when the votes 
are counted for the lawabiding fish 
ermen are greatly in the majority.

BOISE'S HOT WATER SUPPLY 


Natural Artesian Wells Furnish City 


More Than Can Be Used—Big 


Swimming Tank Established. 


Boise, Ida,, has all the hot water it 


wants for every purpose at no expense 
except for the piping. There are natu- 
ral artesian wells Just outside the city 
at the foot of a range of hills which 
furnish more hot water than can be 
used, water at a temperature,of 172 
degrees. A vast city swimming tank 
with electric lights at the bottom has 
been built there. The water is cooled 
to the proper bathing temperature,, 
and here the whole town bathes. The 
hot water is piped to heat buildings 
and residences, says the Technica 
World, and for use for every purpos 
that such water may be wanted. Th 
city streets are sprinkled with hot wa 
ter, chiefly because there is none otlie 
handy. The problem in Boise is t 
make artificial ice" to cool the wate 
sufficiently for drinking purposes. O 
course there is cold water, but the ho 
variety is the more plentiful. The well 
are 400 feet deep and the supply i 
so great that truck farms are irrigate 
from them. The waste product help 
the dam in Snake river, which gener 
ates power for electric light and sup 
plies cold as well as hot water fo 
domestic use.

This is regarded as unfor- 


. tunate, but in such cases, the depart- 


ment must insist upon the observance 
ot the Federal regulations. 


1 ' The department will consider any 
regulation submitted hi good faith for 
amendment of the regulations, but 
will hold no public hearings thereon, 
nor will it amend the regulations prior 
to October IS, 1916. It is the purpo«S 
of the department to conform the reg- 
ulations to the wishes of a majority 
of sportsmen as far as it can be dona 
and at the same time give wild fowl 
the necessary protection. 


Federal regulations divide the Unit- 


ed States into tow zones. 
Zone 1, 


the breeding zone, includes the states 
of Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, and all states 
north of them. Zone No. 2, the win- 


' terlng zone. Includes all states south 


of those named. 


The regulations prescribe seasons 


as follows:

wise to provide the commissioner with 
a good substantial steamer with

proprlated $15,000 with which to buy 
her. A boat well worth $75,000 (was 
purchased tor less than the sum ap- 
propriated,,and Is now covering the 
Gulf coast work, and something over 
{600 left to be applied on the purchase 
of another boat. 


Now, comes the grand jury of Levy 


county, composed mostly of fisher- 
men and say in a general presentment 
they condemn the purchase of this 
boat as unnecessary, unwise and fool 
ish and recommend that she be sold 
and the money be placed back in the 
state treasury. They also say that I 
is costing $87.50 per day to operati 
this boat. 
The statement is abso- 


lutely false and without foundation 
It is costing less than $20 a day to op 
crate this boat including salaries, pro 
visions and fuel. The entire pay-rol 
for the commission, including salarie 
of deputies and all other expense! 
does not cost as much, as this gram 
jury states it cost to* operate

just what kind of saltwater fish laws 
they have and I.will go over It briefly 
section by section, and compare it with 
the old.laws.

This provision was not necessary be- 
cause any good lawyer will tell you 
the state already had the legal own- 
ership of them.

same slxe It was under the old law. 
This section gave the fisherman, using 
an illegal net, until September 30th, 
1»1S, to fish out this Illegal net with- 
out penalty imposed by the former 
law. 


Section Three to simply a copy of 


the old law as to length of net* 
and 


provides that nets of a greater length 
may be used in regular mullet or 
mackerel fishing. 


Section Four Is for the protection 


of shad a* provided for by th* old 
law. 


Section Five prohibit* stop-net fish- 


ing which the old law did. 


Section Six provide* for a close sea- 


ton for shad which th* old law did.

changed so that salt^ured mullet can 
be shipped at any time of the year. 
which was prohibited under the old 
law during the closed season. 


Section Ten provide* for a confisca- 


tion of boat* for violation of the clos- 
ed season. The penalty would seem 
evens but if you are going to have a 
real closed Beacon, then you have got 
to nave a penalty attached that wlU 
remind a man that he must not vio- 
late the law. 


Sections 11, 12 and 13 prohibit the 
axing of food fish for compost, the 
irowing of dynamite or other ex- 
iloslves In the water to kill the flab, 
nd prohibits seine flsh'ng In certain 
counties on the East Coast 
These 


three provisions were covered exact- 


by the old law. 
Section 14 IS the taxation feature. 


The taxation on fish dealers is exactly 
he same aa it was under the old law 
only no fee to required. Wholesale 
dealers paid $10 and retail dealers 
,Jd $5.00, with a 25 cent fee. This 
law exempts all fish dealers from any 
city license while heretofore 
they 


had to pay $2.75 In addition to the 
regular tax. Fishermen selling to 
wagons are not considered -.dealers 
but the wagonmen who sell direct to 
the consumers are and will have to 
pay the regular retail dealer's license 


The license tax required on. the boat 


s small comparatively boats under 
.6 feet long and under four foot beam 
laving, to pay $1.00. Of course those 
owning larger boats are able to catch 
more fish and make more money and 
are required to pay more taies. 


Aliens and non-residents are1 ."e 


quired to pay an additional tax. I 
they wish to be exempt, then they 
should became citizens of the state o 
Florida in order that they may enjoy 
the same privileges as citizens. This 
was provided for by the old law. 


Five cents will be charged for 


boat license tag which Is to be attach 
ed to the boat in addition to the charge 
for license. This shows the year fo 
which the boat is licensed to do bus 
iness. 


Every boat is entitled to fish on 


net and if an additional net is car 
ried. then an excess net license wil 
have to be procured which will onl 
cost $1.00 and uo fee charges for is 
suing same.

BOISE'S HOT WATER SUPPLY 


Natural Artesian Wells Furnish City 


More than Can Be Used—Big 


Swimming Tank Established. 


Boise, Ida., has all the hot water It 


wants for every purpose at no expense 
except for the piping. There are natu- 
ral artesian wells just outside the city 
at the foot of a range of hills which 
furnish more hot water than can be 
used, water at a temperature,Of 172 
degrees. A vast city swimming tank 
with electric lights at the bottom has 
been built there. The water is cooled 
to the proper bathing temperature, 
and here the whole town bathes. The 
hot water is piped to heat buildings 
and residences, says the Technical 
World, and for use for every purpose 
that such water may be wanted. The 
city streets are sprinkled with hot wa- 
ter, chiefly because there Is none other 
handy. The problem in Boise is to 
make artificial ice" to cool the water 
sufficiently for drinking purposes. Of 
course there is cold water, but the hot 
variety is the more plentiful. The wells 
are 400 feet deep and the supply is 
so great that truck farms are irrigated 
from them. The waste product helps 
the dam in Snake river, which gener- 
ates power for electric light and sup- 
plies cold as well as hot water for 
domestic use.

,, misunderstanding has arisen from the 
' fact that the various state tews do not 


_ always conform to the federal regu- 


lations. 
This is regarded as unfor- 


. tunate, but In such cases the depart- 


ment must insist upon the observance 
of the Federal regulations. 


1 ' The department will consider any 
regulation submitted in good faith for 
amendment of the regulations, but 
will hold no public hearings thereon, 
nor will it amend the regulations prior 
to October 15; 191$. It is the purpo.r, 
of the department to conform the reg- 
ulations to the wishes of a majority 
of sportsmen as far as It can be dona 
and at the same tune give wild fowl 
the necessary protection. 


Federal regulations divide the Unit- 


ed States into tow zones. Zone 1, 
the breeding zone, includes the states 
of Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, Nebraska, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey, and all states 
north of them. Zone No. 2, the win- 


' terlhg zone. Includes all states south 


of those named. 


The regulations prescribe seasons 


as follows: 
In Zone No. 2 — 


Waterfowl—Oct. 1 to Jan. 16.. Ex- 


ceptions: Deleware, Maryland, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Virginia, North Car- 
ollua, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
Nov. 1 to Feb. 1; Florida, Georgia and 
South Carolina, Nov 20 to Feb. 16;
